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How will the Coming Man Talk ? 

Essay read by Samuel Hayes (Student from ls;-2 to Im;6> 
at the last Student's Re-union Meeting. 

We speak the English language as it was nev- 
er spoken before. Change, which is so evident 
when we compare the literature of two widely sep- 
arated periods, is a continuous result of the ever 
varying needs of the race. It is quiet, moderate 
and undesigned. The words now doing duty for 
the English speaking people are a very different 
list from those in the service live centuries ago. 

If Chaucer had been given the length of days 
allotted to Noah, to day his conversation would be 
unintelligible. No old fogy ever deprecated mod- 
ern innovation as excusably as the father of Eng, 
lish poetry could have doue had he possessed any 
thing like ante-diluvian longevity. Our depar- 
ture from his English would have left the old 
patriarch without the relief of intelligibly ex- 
id disgust. 

From the dawn of English literature to the 
present time, many words have dropped out of 
our language. Sjme, that, in the service of ora- 
tors and poets of the past kindled the spirits of 
Englishmen, and animated them to noble deeds, 
are to us forever lost ; some that bore themselves 
with distinction iu great controversies : some that 
gave power and elliciency to truth, and were 
active in the intellectual philanthropy of li.

The change Irom the English of Chaucer to the 
English of to-day, so great that we cannot read 
the former, differs in degree only, not in kind, from 
that which occurs betweeu any two consecutive 
generations. As we received the inheritance 
much changed from its original state, so it will 
pass to our successors with new features, and will 
undergo some transformation during their posses- 
sion. Without the aid of exterior causes, but in 
the mere needs of thought, without any extraor 
dinary contingency, linguistic alterations will un- 
ceasingly go on. A change as great as thi^ 
through which it ha3 already pissed, awaits the 
language. If the world's end be not too near, the 
time is coming when the literary treasures of our 
lime can only be enjoyed by the work of t 
tion. If the Millentes make no appointment to 
conflict, in the future some student of English lit- 
erature will observe as great a difference between 
his English and ours as we now recognize be- 
tween ours and that of Chaucer. A departure, 
not as rapid perhaps as in the past, but no less 
real, will continue in the future. It is hardly prob- 
able that our lineal descendants will read »bak- 
speare in the original iu the year 3,000. King 
James' translation of the scriptures, before many 
centuries, will give place to a bible very different 
in its phraseology. 

Change has not been peculiar to the E 
tongue. Mutability characterizes all lac- 
An unchangeable speech is a 1 impossibility 
anon presents to the five senses of man an infi- 
nite variety of phenomena. The reUtioDs of 
mind and matter are ever-varying and limitless, 
and man must be constantly adapting his speech 
to his convenience. The transformation through 
which our language has pissed has its parallel in 
every toi gue. That yet to come has an a 
in the future of every modern speech. 

While the languages of the earth are departing 
more and more from their original forms, do 
their courses diverge, run parallel, er con 
There Is much to indicate that the coming man, 
in whom will unite the blood of many races, wiU 
be able to do business with Americans, Europe- 
ans, Atricans and Asiatics, without interpreters; 
that he and his cousins, who will hare their 
dwel ing places in the remte paru of the earth, 
will establish and maintain telegraph and mail 
lilies to be used for a common speech : that he 
and him contemporaries will be inclined to scien- 



tific, social and commercial intimacy, and will 
need a medium of communication intelligible to 
all. 

Linguistic science, in tracing back the history 
of modern tongues to their common origin, rec- 
ss, as the cause of the separation, the ex- 
clusive, distant, unsocial an. unfriendly habits of 
tribes and races of men. The number of dia- 
lects was increased by every division of a tribe
